RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 5th April, 1983 

File No. TW/TDC(30)/81. —In puisuance of the recom¬ 
mendations contained in the Resolution adopted by the 
Transport Ministers of all iitates/UTs in a meeting held on 
31st May, 1982, it has been decided to constitute a Com¬ 
mittee under the Chairmanship of Minister of State for 
Shipping and Transport to review the present system of 
Motor Vehicles taxation in different Statcs/U.Ts, and to 
make recommendations for streamlining the same particular¬ 
ly to lay down the principles on which taxes on motor vehi¬ 
cles may be levied. 

2. The composition of the Committee shall be as follows -- 

1. Minister of State for 
Shipping and Transport, 

Government of India, 

New Delhi Chairman 

2, Union Minister of State 

for Finance. Member 


3. Terms of Reference of the Committee will be : 

(a) To make an indepth study of the existing motor 
vehicle taxation system obtaining in different 
States/UTs. 

(b) To identify basic principles and formulate norms 

and guidelines that may be laid down in regard to 
the levy of Motor Vehicle Toxation, so that all 
the State Governments and Union Territory Ad¬ 
ministrations may he able to rationalise tax struc¬ 
ture. reduce multiplicity in this regard and simplify 
methods and procedures regarding assessment, col¬ 
lections etc. thereby facilitating smooth inter-state 
road transportation. 

4. The Committee will decide the procedure and metho¬ 
dology to be adopted for its functioning. The Committee 
will submit its repoit within one year from the date of issue 
of this Resolution.
